Change Conservation Program 


Sirs: Some of the “educated” mem- 
bers of the conservation department 
don't give the farmer credit for know- 
ing anything about his own place.

As I had read 
about spreader dams, I asked the con- 
servation department to lay off some 
locations and grade six of them for 
me. Well, they came out and walked 
around awhile and then told me that 
I didn’t know what I needed and that 
the thing to do was to build a tank 
at the lower end of the pasture to 
hold the water. I tried to explain that 
I wanted to catch the sand and topsoil 
in the ditches, but they claimed that

was not feasible, as the header dams 
would finally wash out and not be a 
permanent benefit. So I had it done, 
and had water in several of them 
throughout this long dry spell. 

Personally, I think that the con- 
servation program is a wonderful 
thing if properly handled in conjunc- 
tion with the farmer and with a little 
horse sense. But we have too many 
people drawing big salaries and some 
of them not competent enough to be 
employed. I am of the opinion that 
we have at least ten times as many 
as we need. If all of them except the 
county agents were done away with 
and the county agents given the neces- 
sary help, they would do more good 
than all the rest put together.

What Washington Thinks... 


Price supports for the South’s basic 
crops seem sure to be kept at 90 
percent of parity beyond the 1954 crop 
year unless Secretary Benson comes up 
vith a new and broader plan for price 
supports that is acceptable to Congress. 

The Farm Bloc is stronger than in 
recent years. It is in no mood to lower 
price supports and apparently will not 
allow the 75 to 90 percent of parity 
sliding scale of supports in the present 
law to become effective in 1955. 

The bee is on Secretary Benson fo 
devise a new approach to the whole 
problem. His staff has been working on 
this for three months. 

Three general plans are being studied: 
Price insurance, two-price systems for 
export crops like wheat and cotton, and 
expansion programs for exports. 

The Basic Policy 

The basic policy objectives of the 
Administration are becoming clearer: 

|. No production controls unless it 
is impossible to avoid them. 

However, it now appears that wheat 
acreage allotments cannot be avoided 
next year under present law. 
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THE first real postwar business readjust- 
ment may be underway, many top Admin- 
istration officials think. It’s a tightening- 
up-of-belts period that is inevitable and 
need not develop into a serious business 
recession, they believe. 

Many friends as well as critics of the 
Administration in both parties are less opti- 
mistic. Their views are compounded of a 
belief that a rather extensive price readjust- 
ment period is due anyway, that a Korean 
peace would make this more severe, and 
that the Administration has neither plans 
nor inclination to take action should busi- 
ness recession develop. 

A Korean peace would give President 
Eisenhower his first real test as a peacetime 
leader. He would have to cope with public 
demand to bring the boys home, to reduce 
the military establishment, to cut taxes, 
and to rush to the aid of agriculture and 
distressed small business. 


A cotton crop of 13.2 million bales— 
much smaller than expected—would re- 
quire proclamation of controls on cotton 
for next year. 

2. Cut program costs. Make them 
as self supporting as possible—de-cen- 
tralize farm programs and put more 
responsibility on states, counties, and 
private trade and co-op organizations. 

3. Develop support programs that 
won't interfere with farm exports. Make 
expansion of foreign markets a definite 
part of price support policy. Avoid 
further large accumulations of surplus 
stocks by CCC, if possible. 

The men around Benson are in fairly 
general agreement on _ these basic 
points. Opinion divides when you get 
down to specific proposals. 


Benson Has to Compromise 


Secretary Benson is unshaken in his 
belief that high rigid price supports are 
undesirable. However, he has been 
forced to compromise his principles, as 
in the case of 90 percent of parity sup- 
port for butter for a year. Leaders in 
Congress think he'll be forced into 
further compromises.

On the other hand, it’s doubtful that a 
Korean settlement would have serious im- 
mediate effects—unless a stampede for 
hasty action follows. There still is some 
steam left in the postwar boom. Defense 
spending is fixed for several months. 

Furthermore, there are backlogs of pri- 
vate business expansion investments, and 
of state and local government programs 
for road, school, and hospital construction. 

Most of the inflation has been squeezed 
out of farm prices, but cash costs of farm- 
ing have come down very little. For 1953 
as a whole, farm costs are expected by 
USDA to average about the same as 1952. 

USDA doesn’t look for much further 
change in general farm prices before mid- 
summer. From then on through the bal- 
ance of the year the size of crops is ex- 
pected to have the most influence on 
prices. 

Reserve supplies of cotton, wheat, and 
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An authorization of $200 million for 
agricultural conservation program pay- 
ments next year is the absolute maxi- 
mum Congress will approve—and only 
then if Southern congressmen and rep- 
resentatives put up a terrific fight. Re- 
publican farm bloc leaders won't go 
along with Benson’s recommendation 
for $140 million, but they can’t go 
much higher than $165 to $175 million. 

In any event, the ACP program next 
year will be radically changed. Most 
of the payments will go for permanent- 
type practices. Payments for annual re- 
curring practices are to be eliminated. 
Payments for lime and fertilizer will be 
used only for initial establishment of 
permanent conservation measures. 

USDA is working on a plan to coor- 
dinate all soil conservation work. Soil 
Conservatoin Service is sure to take 
over more and more responsibility for 
this work at the federal level. 

The SCS budget was cut approxi- 
mately $2 million from last year on 
Secretary Benson’s recommendations. 
SCS district association leaders are try- 
ing to get this restored. They are also 
fearful that SCS regional offices may 
be dropped in later reorganization plans. 


PMA Tightened Up 


The Administration has tightened up 
on the big Production and Marketing 
Administration. The executive officer 
system for states and counties long used 
in the South is being adopted for the 
whole country. State and county PMA 
committeemen are limited to 75 work 
days each year. State offices will be run 
by executive officers. County offices 
‘will be run by county managers, select- 
ed by county committees. The change 
will save an estimated $500,000 in 
county expense and $125,000 in state 
expense. 
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corn are building up to what are considered 
adequate levels under present conditions. 

Another big cotton crop is expected. If 
it’s 15 million bales or larger, cotton will 
move during the harvest period at a few 
cents below price support. A crop of 
around 14 million bales would sell at 
around support level. 

Wheat prices probably will stay below 
support level most of the season. 

Cattle prices this fall probably won't 
be much—if any—lower than the low 
levels of last winter. The price drop from 
last fall to spring was the greatest for that 
length of time in any non-depression year. 

Cattle prices depend chiefly on national 
prosperity. The increase in beef supply 
this year isn’t enough in itself to hold prices 
down to depressed levels. 

There is a moderate shift back to larger 
hog production. Hog prices should be 
favorable for the next twelve months.

FARM AND RANCH 


By L. R. NEEL 


Back in mid-spring when a late 
freeze threatened our fruit crop 
(which already had been partially 
killed), it occurred to us that tree 
fruits bloom too “blooming” early. It 
is just too much of a strain to have 
to go through this race with freeze 
every spring. We trim the trees, start 
the spraying program, and then for 
at least six weeks sit on the anxious 
seat. It makes us want to hurry the 
spring along until we can feel that 
our fruit is safe. Why haven't the 
plant breeders long before this given 
us late blooming varieties of fruits 
which will not bloom until the time for 
freeze has passed? Blackberries, rasp- 
berries, blueberries, and huckleberries 
nearly always are safe from frost when 
they bloom out. Grapes and strawber- 
ries rarely are completely killed by 
freeze. But those tree fruits just have 
to run the gauntlet of frost and freeze 
each spring—and too often they do not 
make it.

ing done by the Crossett Lumber Com- 
pany there is similar to the intelligent 
timber management employed by a 
number of other companies operating 
in the South. 

This company came to its present 
location in 1900. At that time it was 
not much different from other lumber 
companies. They cut trees in the most 
efficient way known at the time, con- 
verted them into lumber, and sold the 
lumber. In a decade or two they 
would cut the saw timber and move 
further west to fresh stands. But after 
the Crosset Lumber Company had 
been at the location twenty years or 
slightly longer, it was noted that land 
first cut over had made a great re- 
covery. The Crossett people began 
to see that, given protection, a forest 
will renew itself in a reasonable length 
of time. It was then that the possi- 
bility of growing trees was realized. 
Before long a forester was employed. 

To make a long story short, the 
Crossett Lumber Company has dis- 
covered that it can stay on where it 
is and continue to operate the saw- 
mill. Their saw timber is growing as 
fast as it is being harvested—or maybe 
a little faster. Pulpwood is in part 
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purchased from 

outside tracts and 

this is not consid- 

ered a bad policy. 

A drive along the 

highway through 

the extensive for- 

ests of this com- 

pany is proof of what good timber 
management does. Forest fires are held 
to a minimum, there is no evidence of 
destructive logging, and in sections 
pines as fine as every grew in that 
section line the roadside. 


More Pasture 
and Forage 


A long time ago when 
I conducted tests for 
the Tennessee Experi- 
ment Station I made a fertilizer test 
in a section where little fertilizer was 
then being used. The farmers did not 
think that their soils needed it. This 
was a forage crop test. As I remem- 
ber the results, the check plot where 
no fertilizer was used produced 1,400 
pounds of hay per acre and the high- 
vielding plot where a complete fer- 
tilizer was applied produced 4,000 
pounds per acre. 

I think that it has been about thirty 
vears since a Virginia farmer started 
using a phosphate fertilizer on his 
permanent pastures. He discovered 
that by this practice he made two acres 
of land do the work that formerly 
required five acres. 

Now it is not uncommon to learn 
of a farm which carries two or three 
times more livestock than it once did. 
The leading factor making this possi- 
ble is more intelligent and much 
heavier fertilization. Renovating pas- 
tures as needed, making real seedbeds, 
and seeding suitable mixtures also are 
important factors in that good modern 
pasture. But the use of lime and plant 
food used according to soil need, is 
really the key to a tremendous increase 
of feed for livestock wherever there 
is adequate rainfall or a dependable 
supply of water for irrigation.

IX years ago, when Gilbert Kelm, of Washington 
County, Texas, started producing Grade A milk, he 
had 104 acres of land and 15 good Jersey cows. Today 
he still has the 104 acres and he has 20 Jerseys. 

Not much progress, you might say. But it’s as impor- 
tant to know what Kelm hasn't done as what he has done. 
To increase the size of his farm he would have had to pur- 
chase land priced too high to produce an adequate return 
on his investment. So he’s making the 104 acres produce 
more feed and forage—‘“bigger acres,” he calls them. 

The same thing applies to Kelm’s cows. “I may increase 
my herd to 30 cows, but no more than that,” he insists. 
“That's as many as my wife and I can handle.” But he 
has increased the production of his cows. He now gets 
about 342 gallons of milk daily from each cow. First, he 
purchased a good herd sire. Then he started culling low- 
producing cows from the herd. “I cull my cows just like I 
cull chickens,” declares Mr. Kelm. “The poor producers go 
to market. I can’t afford to buy feed for poor cows.” 


11S idea of family-size herds is taking hold in many areas 

of Texas. For example, J. H. Surovik, district agent for 
Texas Agricultural Extension Service, has made an interest- 
ing report on the trend in Northeast Texas. “In 1941 Lamar 
County had 33 dairies, with an average of 50 cows per 
dairy.” he points out. “In the ten years following, the 
dairies increased to 93, but the number of cows dropped to 
an average of 24 per dairy. ~Dairymen in Titus County had 
an average of 20 cows in 1941, but during the next ten years 
the average climbed to 30 cows.” Mr. Surovik says it’s just 
a matter of having the number of cows a family can take 
care of easily. 

In 1941 Bowie County dairymen were milking an average 
of 35 cows—more than a family could handle. They either 
had to cut down their herds, as most dairymen in East Texas

were doing, or hire extra labor and increase their herds 
enough to justify the added expense. They increased their 
herds. Ten years later they had an average of 50 cows per 
dairy and the number of dairies had increased from 28 to 60. 

Kelm doesn’t like the idea of enlarging his herd. “Hired 
labor usually doesn’t take enough interest in the work to 
produce milk at a profit.” he declares. “Il wouldn't run a 
dairy if I couldn't be on the job all the time. The fellow

More Vetch Seed through 


Planned Pollination 


| INCE vetch has assumed new importance as a cash 
crop through the sale of seed, many Southwestern 
farmers are asking, “Can I increase my vetch seed 
yields by using honey bees for pollination?” 

“Yes,” answers Lyman Coe, entomologist and horticul- 
turist for the Noble Foundation, Ardmore, Oklahoma. 
“Other things being equal, a farmer can double or treble 
his vetch seed yields through planned pollination.” Coe adds, 
“This is practicable on small acreages on the ordinary farm, 
especially if bees are available in the vicinity.” 

Coe reached these answers through experiments in south- 
ern Oklahoma during the past two years; also as a member 
of the honey and pollen plants committee of the American 
Beekeeping Federation. His first extensive experience, in 
pollinating vetch was in 1951, when 800 hives of bees be- 
longing to the foundation were placed on farms in several 
southern Oklahoma counties. 

Average yields without pollination were 150 to 200 pounds 
of vetch seed per acre. With planned pollination, they were 
400 to 500 pounds per acre. 

In order to check further, screens were placed over small 
areas to exclude the bees during the blooming period. Yields 
on the unscreened areas near the hives were 400 to 500 
pounds per acre. Yields on screened areas varied from 75 
to 100 pounds per acre. On unscreened areas one-fourth 
mile from the hives, yields were 300 to 350 pounds. As 
the distance increased beyond range of the tame bees, with 
full effect of all available wild pollinating insects, the yields 
averaged 150 to 200 pounds per acre. 


N MOST areas, the native population of wild honey bees 

has decreased until they no longer can be depended upon 
for effective pollination. Where small fields of vetch or other 
legumes are located near large areas of timber, there may 
be enough wild bees to do the job. 

Although 1952 was an unfavorable year for vetch seed 
production in southern Oklahoma, Coe says that average 
yields in pollinated fields were around 300 pounds per acre. 
Many growers without pollination did not attempt to harvest. 

Coe says his experiments have shown that two or three 
hives of bees per acre are sufficient for effective pollination 
of Vetch. No great increase in yield resulted with four and 
five hives per acre. He recommends that tame bees be 
placed in the vetch at the beginning of the peak blooming 
period and left there until the peak is passed. Clean water 
for the bees must be available. 

Bees for planned pollination must come from commercial 
and migrant beekeepers. Farmers cannot keep enough bees 
for an effective pollination job. 

Another reason why bees should not be kept on the farm 
for pollination is that vetch seed production is not carried 
on from year to year. Planned pollination is not necessary 
unless a seed crop is to be harvested. 

When commercial bees are used for pollination, farmers 
must pay for their use, of course. This payment may be in 
cach or a share of the seed. 

* Coe predicts that planned pollination for vetch will become 
more important as the acreage increases and the number of 
wild bees continues to decrease.

Bad practices in harvesting, shipping, and marketing cause 
serious profit losses yearly

HERE are several redsons why the watermelon in- 

dustry is ailing, but the main one seems to be that 

too many green, bruised, and mashed melons are 
reaching market centers. Consumers demand ripe, un- 
bruised melons, with a heart of fine texture, firmness, and 
rich color. Also, they want melons that are large enough 
to yield from twelve to sixteen good slices. Green, bruised, 
or mashed melons fail te satisfy consumers, and so result 
in financial loss to producers and carriers, as well as to the 
merchants who buy them for retail trade. 

The magnitude of such Joss is illustrated by the fact that 
during the past two seasons about 50 trainloads of water- 
melons, averaging 100 cars each, had to be dumped, due 
to deterioration through bruising, mashing, and improper 
handling. However, all damage to melons is not due to 
negligence of the carrier. Many are bruised or otherwise 
damaged by producers through improper harvesting and 
handling. 

Bad practices in harvesting and loading melons have been 
observed during the past several years. For example, high 
prices at the beginning of melon harvest have encouraged 
many farmers to harvest their fields too closely. And labor- 
ers have been seen sitting on melons being hauled from the 
field to railroad cars. Some workers even walk on the melons 
while loading and unloading them. Cracked melons often 
are placed in the same car with sound ones. They fall to 
pieces in transit and loosen the load, making switching 
operations hazardous to the sound melons. 

Truckers sometimes buy culls or cutbacks at a cut rate 
and take them to markets to compete with high-quality 
melons. This practice has resulted in loss to growers as well

as to retail merchants. 
Early melons demand a 
higher price, and often re- 
main in the market un- 
sold until they deteriorate. 
Naturally, the merchant 
suffers a loss. Remember- 
ing this experience, he is 
reluctant to buy early, 
high-priced melons the fol- 
lowing season. 
Relying on truck oper- 
ators to move watermelon 
crops has lost money for 
farmers. Many operators 
will haul melons 500 miles to a market, then, rather than 
make the long trip back for a second load, they may go 
to closer fields if melons there are ready for harvest. This 
leaves the first farmer without transportation for his crop 
if he is unable to get other truck operators or find a cash 
buyer. Farmers who have their own trucks avoid this loss 
Incompetent truckload reporting service is another prob- 
lem. The absence of such service makes it impossible to 
account for each truckload of melons moving into market 
centers, and this may cause inaccurate car lot distribution 
For example, a cash-truck watermelon buyer will move 
a carload of melons to a market. On the same day truck 
operators may be in the same market sheds without having 
registered the loaded truck at a reporting station. And so 
we have glutted markets and declining prices. A well-con-

for the patient efforts of these scientists

HORTLY before World War II, 
) Dr. J. O. Beasley, a young scien- 
tist at Texas A&M College, made a dra- 
matic discovery. Through the use of a 
drug called colchicine he was able to 
obtain a successful cross of American 
cultivated cottons with Asiatic and wild 
species. Formerly, cells in plants thus 
crossed had been sterile—like the mule. 
Treatment of these cells with colchicine 
made them fertile. 

Dr. Beasley lost his life in Italy dur- 
ing the war, but his discovery opened 
the door to a vast new field in cotton 
plant breeding. It offered hope that 
many of the good characteristics in wild 
cottons could be incorporated into do- 
mestic cottons. Among these character- 
istics are resistance to insects, diseases, 
cold and drought, special plant and boll 
types, and fiber properties, such as 
strength, length, and fineness. 

Crossing American cultivated cottons 
with Old World and wild varieties was 
an amazing achievement. Less publi- 
cized, and too long untold, however, is 
the story of those geneticists whose 
work has enabled the American cotton 
farmer to stay in business despite in- 
sects, diseases, and the vagaries of na- 
ture. 

Early in this century the boll weevil 
threatened to knock the United States 
out of cotton production. Cotton breed- 


ers took on the job of developing new 
varieties to combat this problem. From 
several hundred varieties growing in the 
Cotton Belt, they patiently began the 
task of isolating the qualities of early 
maturity and other characteristics im- 
portant in the fight. 

How well they succeeded is evi- 
denced in the fact that the cotton farmer 
today is producing more cotton on less 
acreage, despite the fact that the boll 
weevil continued spreading from the 
Rio Grande, eastward to the Carolinas 
and Virginia. 

Along the way, plant breeders were 
called on to solve other pressing prob- 
lems. In the Southeast, fusarium wilt 
made it impractical to grow cotton on 
many farms. On the High Plains of 
Texas and Oklahoma, winds whipped 
the open fluffy cotton from its bolls or 
soiled it with sand and dust. In the 
Far West, cotton farmers called for va- 
rieties particularly adapted to irrigation. 

All these difficulties, and more, too, 
were overcome by the geneticists. From 
their breeding stocks they isolated new 
varieties that represented improvements 
in yield, gin turnout, staple length, boll 
size, picking quality, storm-proofness, 
earliness, disease- and insect-resistance, 
and regional adaptation. 

Today there is a trend toward stand-

ABIES (or hydrophobia) is a dis- 
)ease that still takes its toll of dis- 
ability and death. Actually, not 
many people in the United States die 
of rabies—about thirty to fifty a year— 
but for every person who dies there 
are about a thousand Americans who 
yearly go through the painful and tire- 
some procedure of injections to prevent 
rabies. In addition to this, many dogs 
and several thousand cattle are doomed 
to die each year of this dread disease. 
Throughout much of the country, the 
fox is responsible for keeping rabies 
active. It is common for foxes to trans- 
mit the disease to dogs or cattle, and 
thus indirectly endanger human beings. 
To control rabies in foxes probably 
is impossible, but rabies can be pre- 
vented in dogs by vaccination. 





Vaccination of human beings is not 
without danger. About one person in 
three thousand given the vaccination 
develops a complete paralysis of the 
legs. For this reason, most doctors do 
not like to advise the treatment unless 
there has been an actual bite by an 
animal that is suspected of rabies, or 
unless the saliva of an infected animal 
comes in contact with an open wound. 
Scratches from claws so rarely give 
rabies that the risk of the vaccine ts 
greater than the risk of the disease. 
This vaccination paralysis is more apt 
to develop in an adult than in a child, 
and in a person who must have a sec- 
ond series of vaccinations. 

New types of vaccines are being de- 
veloped that will almost eliminate such 
serious, though rare, complications. 

The time between the bite and the 
onset of symptoms is so long (often sev- 
eral months) that vaccine treatment 
need not be started immediately if there 
is some question that a dog has rabies. 
Such a dog should not be killed but 
confined and observed carefully. If ra- 
bies is suspected, the brain of the dog 
can be diagnosed in a suitable labora- 
tory. If a dog is hastily killed, there 
often is no way to make sure whether 
or not rabies was present. 

Rabies probably can be eliminated 
entirely from our country, as it has

HERE'S usually a period during the 
[aris part of June when most game 

fish will take both natural and arti- 
ficial baits like sixty, but along toward 
July when the weather really starts 
getting hot the doldrum stage almost 
invariably sets in. That’s when I like 
to start trotlining and trolling. 

Almost any farmer-fisherman knows 
how to make up a trotline. Trotline 
baits, however, are something else. 
For drum and catfish—the fish most 
often caught on trotlines have 
found that spring lizards (salamanders) 
are mighty hard to beat for trotline 
bait. Creek minnows always are good, 
and I always like to carry along such 
baits as crawfish, katydids, big black 
crickets, stale cheese, doughballs 
(sprinkle these with vanilla extract), 
strips of salt pork (fat), small chunks

Mapping His Route 


JEORGE SMITH is a farm lad who 
(i knows where he’s going. Here is his 
story: 

George is 17 and lives with his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Claude Smith, on 
a grade-A dairy farm near Spiro, in 
LeFlore County, Oklahoma. 

The Smiths have done what more 
and more Eastern Oklahoma farmers 
are doing—they turned a 120-acre 
worn-out “cotton and corn” farm into 
a highly successful dairy. 

In 1945 Claude Smith, who had 
worked in a defense plant during the 
war, was hankering for farm life, so 


he moved his family to the 120 acres. 

He got in the milk cow business by 
accident. He started with six cows that 
he bought with the farm. (They had 
been the FFA project of Bill Martin 
when he was in high school.) Mr. Smith 
began trading for good Jersey cows. At 
first the Smiths milked in a ramshackled 
stock barn, but soon were able to build 
up a grade-A milk route in Spiro. 

It wasn’t long until young George, 
who had joined the FFA, became in- 
terested in dairy cows. With money 
he had saved, he bought his first cow. 
“After I got a cow of my own, I really 
got serious about the dairy business,” 
George recalls. 

There was plenty of work to do, 


which kept the growing boy busy with 
the milking, bottling, and delivering. 
George had to be up by 3:30 every 
morning. 

For the past three years the Smiths 
have been hauling 650 to 700 pounds 
of grade-A milk daily to a dairy plant 
in Ft. Smith, Arkansas. They decided 
to switch to selling whole milk to give 
them more time to spend in improving 
their pastures. 

They limed and phosphated their land 
and sodded Bermuda and planted les- 
pedeza, white Dutch, ladino clovers, 
and seeded rye and wheat for winter 
pasture. In short, they turned the whole 
120 acres into high-producing pasture. 

Today the Smiths carry 80 head of 
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Jerseys. From the first cow he bought, 
George has increased his herd to 29 
head—16 of which are registered. 

In 1947, George bought a Jersey 
bull calf. This bull was an undefeated 
champion, and was grand champion at 
the Ft. Smith show two years running. 
That's not all. The heifers George got 
from his champion bull gave more milk 
than their dams did at four and five 
years of age! 

The Smith dairy has been on DHIA 
test for a year and a half now. “This 
helps to weed out the weak cows,” 
George says. 

George Smith’s ambition is to own 
a dairy with a herd of registered Jer- 
seys. “The best farm in this part of 
the country!” He is a senior in high 
school this year and plans to go to 
college at Oklahoma A&M to learn 
more about dairying. Then his dad 
expects to turn the dairy over to George. 

George lists the requirements for be- 
ing a good dairyman this way: 

1. To be a dairyman, you've got to 
like your occupation. 

2. You must have ambition and 
“git-up and go.” In short, you must 
be a good manager. 

3. You must feed good feed and 
own good cows. 

If anyone doubts that George Smith 
is a successful dairyman, at the tender 
age of 17, all he has to do is follow 
this Future Farmer around for a while. 

George knows more about his cows 
than most folks know about themselves. 


When he was 11 years old he had to. 


hit the deck at 3:30 a. m. Now he “lays 
around in bed ‘til 4:15!" He is on the 


road to Ft. Smith (25 miles away) by 
5:15 with the daily load of milk, then 
is back in school by eight o'clock.

but one about a sheepman’s daugh- 

ter who is a living memorial to 
the integrity of her deceased father. 
She is Movelda Holt Van Etten, of 
Decatur, Texas, who has assumed full 
responsibility in maintaining the high 
quality of her father’s registered 
Shropshires. 

When Movelda’s father died three 
years ago, it was thought that his 
Shropshires would be dispersed and 
the Holt name fade into history. But 
this didn’t happen. Instead of dis- 
persing a flock that had maintained 
leadership in Texas sheep circles for 
40 years, Movelda, an only child, de- 
cided to carry on so the name “Holt 
Shropshires” would not disappear 
from the sheep world. 

When I asked Movelda if 
she felt qualified to proceed 
with her father’s sheep busi- 
ness, she answered by telling 
this story. “My dad started 
teaching me how to care for 
sheep when I was six years 
old. That was when he gave 
me a bottle lamb.- He taught 
me how to select lambs for 
showing, how to feed, trim, 
and do all the things neces- 
sary to meet competition in 
open-class shows.” 

Thus trained by her father, 
Movelda now is successfully 
managing her 32 registered 
Shropshire breeding ewes and 
her show flock. During last 
year, her show flock com- 
pleted a circuit including Fort 


[ss is not a rags-to-riches story, 


Worth, Houston, San Antonio, and 
San Angelo. It was a rugged tour, but 
Movelda took it and garnered her 
share of blue ribbons. 

This industrious brunette not only 
manages her registered Shropshires, 
but performs every detail task incident 
to the sheep business. She looks after 
the ewes at lambing time, selects and 
cares for her show flock, does all the 
feeding, worming, and keeping regis- 
tration records. 

While Movelda is doing more than 
“just getting along” with her sheep 
business, she keeps right busy doing 
other things. She is housewife, secre- 
tary of the veterans training school 
at Decatur, and a director of the 
Purebred Sheep Breeders Association. 
These jobs are incidental to the job of 
raising her seven-year-old son John 
Edward. She now is starting Edward 
in the sheep business with a bottle 
lamb, hoping that some day he will 
carry on and thus continue to perpetu- 
ate the respected name “Holt Shrop- 
shires.”

«= of Sesame, 
a an Old Crop 


By J. A. RICKARD 


(\esame is one of the oldest oilseed 
crops cultivated by man. “Open, 
Sesame,” the command used by Ali 
Baba and the Forty Thieves to open 
the treasure-filled cave, is familiar to 
many. But because sesame will open 
or shatter when harvested mechani- 
cally, it has not become a popular crop 
in the Southwest. Sesame is a native 
of India, and most of the world’s 
supply comes from .that country, 
China, and Burma. The excessive cost 
of harvesting the seed by hand has 
discouraged large-scale production in 
this country. 

Texas Research Foundation, at Ren- 
ner, has developed a non-shattering 
strain of sesame called Renner No. 1. 
The foundation is cooperating with 
farmers who will plant experimental 
plots of five to ten acres. The founda- 
tion believes it can develop this new 
variety further within a few years. 

Farmers in seven Northeast Texas 
counties, centering around Paris, have 
organized the Texas Sesame Seed 
Growers Association; with Albert 
Roach of Paris as president. They 
will plant between 1,200 and 1,500 
acres of the crop during 1953. This 
group recently sent a check for $1,000 
to Texas Research Foundation to be 
used in further research. 

Rio Farms, Inc., in the Lower Rio 
Grande Valley of Texas, has become 


interested in sesame. In 1952 J. D. 
Padgitt, farm manager, had two ex- 
perimental plots. The ten acres at 
Progreso yielded close to 1,000 pounds 
of seed per acre, and the five-acre 
planting at Monte Alto did nearly as 
well. This work is part of a project 
sponsored by Clemson College, in 
South Carolina. They are working on 
a more prolific, non-shattering variety 
PROTECTION with seed that will mature more uni- 
Comslete Chrome formly.

the crop. Dr. Rohrbaugh believes that 
two crops a year may be possible—the 
time for maturity is from 70 to 110 
days. 

Sesame seed produce both oil and 
meal. Stalks have little value for feed- 
ing. They can be ground and sold as 
roughage or plowed under to provide 
oganic matter in the soil. Bees make 
good honey from sesame flowers and 
birds like the seed. The seed are small, 
sweet, and oily, and will keep in- 
definitely, even in hot weather. Their 
most familiar use in this country is 
a topping for bread and rolls. The 
oil is used as salad oil, in shortening, 
margarine, and for making soap. The 
meal is rich in minerals and makes 
an excellent feed for livestock. 

As the problem of harvesting is 
solved, sesame offers a profitable new 
crop for farmers of this country.

Fifty Years’ Service | 
to Agriculture § 


A farm near Terrell, Texas, 
marks site of the first dem- 
onstration farm in the U. S. 


By FRANK A. BRIGGS 


(ouven anniversaries often mark 
a time in life when those who cele- 
brate are prone to review the past 
rather than look forward to the future. 
Not so with the Extension Service of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
It has taken fifty years of effort for 
Extension workers to bring the service 
to its present high standard. Who 
knows what great developments the 
next fifty years will bring? 

It was right and proper that the 
celebration commemorating the birth 
of the Extension Service be held in 
Texas. The first demonstration farm 
was established by Dr. Seaman A. 
Knapp on the farm of Walter C. 
Porter near the city of Terrell, Texas. 
Other states, however, are planning 
to observe the fiftieth anniversary of 
the service sometime during 1953. 

The celebration held on the Porter 
farm in March was timely, as Ex- 
tension Service workers from several 
states were holding a meeting in near- 
by Dallas and were able to attend. 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture J. 
Earl Clarke and C. M. Ferguson, na- 
tional director of the Extension Ser- 
vice, honored the gathering with their 
presence and participated in the dedi- 
cation of a granite marker in honor 
of Dr. Knapp, the father of demon- 
stration work in this country. The 
marker was dedicated by Seaman A. 
Knapp, III, of Ames, Iowa, grandson 
of Dr. Knapp, and accepted by W. A. 
Porter, son of Walter C. Porter who 
cooperated with Dr.. Knapp in this 
first demonstration farm. 


EXAS also led the way by being 

the first state to employ county and 
home demonstration agents to advise 
and instruct farmers. However, the 
demonstration on the Porter farm 
really was the beginning of Extension 
Service in the United States. The 
Porter farm demonstration was started 
in 1903. The Smith-Lever Act was 
passed in 1914, giving the Extension 
Service official recognition. The Por- 
ter farm demonstration attracted wide 
attention, and other farms throughout 
the country tried out the same plan.

Thus, farm demonstration work be- 
came a part of agricultural education 
eleven years before Extension work 
became officially established. 

Being a county agent in the earlier 
days presented many difficulties. 
Farmers did not believe in what they 
called “book farming.” Although a 
few listened courteously to the agents, 
many even refused them access to 
their farms. The idea that a young 
man just out of college could tell them 
anything about farming was ridicu- 
lous, according to many farmers. Not 
until demonstration farms proved to 
farmers that they could produce better 
crops than under the old methods, 
did they accept county agents. The 
fact that during the first years of Ex- 
tension Service soils were in fairly 
good physical condition and insects 
were held in balance by nature prob- 
ably had something to do with farm- 
ers’ reluctance to listen to Extension 
Service workers.

The memory of Dr. Knapp also is en- 
graved in the minds and hearts of the 
thousands of Extension Service work- 
ers and the farmers throughout the 
nation.

A Stitch in Time . 


By BOB NICHOLS 


“(jare to Avoid Repair” is the 
name of a program underway in 
23 counties in Oklahoma. It is de- 
signed to help farmers save on repair 
bills and get better service from their 
farm machinery. 

The program was inspired by the 
4-H Club tractor maintenance schools. 
It works this way: Specially trained 
local leaders cooperate with farm ma- 
chinery dealers in arranging meetings. 
These people supply used tractors and 
machinery as demonstrators in teach- 
ing farmers about maintenance and 
repairs. Major repairing is not taught, 
but the farmers, dealers, and trained 
leaders exchange information on serv- 
icing and maintaining machinery. 

County agents and other local lead- 
ers for these schools are trained at 
district meetings. Extension farm en- 
gineers work through the county 
agents to help make the program pos- 
sible. They believe this work is an 
important phase of their service to 
farmers, because of the saving it 
makes possible. It is estimated that 
one-half of the nearly 20 million dol- 
lars spent annually for farm machin- 
ery repairs could be saved through 
proper care. C. V. Phagan, Extension 
agricultural engineer, also stresses the 
importance of safety in using farm 
equipment, because of the great yearly 
toll of accidents. 

Most emergency repairs of equip- 
ment usually come during busy sea- 
sons. The time required to have re- 
pairs made can mean a loss instead 
of a profit to the farmer. On-the-farm 
repairs taught through this program 
should help Oklahoma farmers pocket 
an additional 10 million dollars each 
vear.

OUND buttonholes, if made well, 

always give a professional look to 

a garment. Here’s news for you--- 
an easy way to make strong bound but- 
tonholes that will look like they were 
made by a good dressmaker or tailor. 

Let me remind you now that you will 
be wise to use your machine button- 
holer attachment, if you have one, for 
this work. 


@ Cut a bias strip 1% inches wide. 
and 1 inch longer than the button- 
hole is to be. Place the right side 
of the strip against the right side of 
the garment and pin in position 
where the buttonhole is to be. Baste 
strip to garment, marking button- 
hole. Baste all strips in place. 


@ Attach buttonholer to the ma- 
chine. Set buttonholer for narrow 
stitch width. Stitch buttonhole. 
When all buttonholes have been 
worked, remove buttonholer and 
replace presser foot. Then machine- 
stitch along outside edge of each 
buttonhole. Take care to square 
corners at each end. Cut down the 
center and into the corners of each 
buttonhole. (Cut right through the 
buttonhole stitches in the corner.)

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You Can Make 


a Perfume Jar 


By ALICE WHITSON NORTON 


ROM the beginning of time per- 

fume of some sort has held a place 

of importance in the heart of 
womankind. From a page in my 
great-grandmother’s diary I learned it 
was the scented jar which provided 
milady’s fragrance during dreary win- 
ter days. For this type of fragrance 
such things as lily of the valley, pine 
cone, verbena, ageratum, white clover, 
magnolia, lavender, and arbutus 
formed the ingredients. 

The flowers were gathered while wet 
with morning dew and dried in a 
dark closet on a sheepskin rug. After 
being thoroughly dried, they were 
sprinkled with salt and packed loosely 
in the container. Often it was a me- 
dium-sized gourd, polished to a mirror 
glow and closed with a tight-fitting 
wooden stopper. To scent either 
clothes or room, the stopper was re- 
moved and the contents stirred. The 
sweet odor would permeate the place; 
then the container was closed and set 
away for future use. 

From my grandmother’s diary I 
learned that the sweet jar provided a 
brand of perfume for her convenience. 
The sweet jar differed from the scent- 
ed jar both as to container and con- 
tent. The container was a dull-blue, 
half-gallon earthen crock, with a tight- 
fitting cover. 

Instead of flowers my grandmother 
used leaves, from such species as the 
rose geranium, pine needles, sweet 
balsam, orris root, red clover, mint, 
and fir. Leaves for the sweet jar were 
picked, dried, and packed by the same 
process as the scented jar—minus the 
sheepskin. 

In my mother’s closet was a rose 
jar, which kept her clothing daintily 
perfumed the year round and created 
for her a personalized perfume. The 
container, a brown earthen vase, had 
a lid padded with cotton to insure 
tightness. 

Mother’s recipe differed from both 
the scented and sweet jar, for only 
rose petals were used. 

Our gardens are filled with scented 
flowers, herbs, and roots. If you take 
a little time and effort to prepare a 
jar, you will be repaid with a world 
of fragrant satisfaction. 

It is easy to make a rose or per- 
fume jar. Gather the petals of your 
choice in the early morning when 
they are damp with dew. Spread 
them loosely on a paper and dry in a

Thé capacity of re- 
frigerators varies from 4 cubic feet to 
more than 12 cubic feet. The new port- 
able refrigerator has about 1.3 cubic feet 
capacity. Family size is not enough to 
determine the size refrigerator needed. 
The shopping schedule and the cooking 
habits which affect the amount of food re- 
quiring refrigeration also are important. 

The space required for the installation 
of the refrigerator cannot be overlooked. 
Some of the new 9- and 10-cubic foot re- 
frigerators occupy no more space than the 
6-cubic-foot ones of ten or 15 years ago. 
The location of the refrigerator in the 
kitchen determines the most convenient 
direction of door opening. Sometimes a 
right-to-left opening is a desirable con- 
venience, though there may be a small 
additional cost. 


HE refrigerator may serve double duty 

by providing a small freezer. A true 
freezer compartment can provide storage 
for more than 70 pounds of frozen foods. 
If quick-freezing is to be done in the com- 
partment, select a refrigerator designed to 
freeze at approximately 50 degrees below 
freezing point. When selecting a freezer- 
refrigerator, look for one or more of these 
features: two separate cooling systems; 
freezer compartment insulated from regu- 
lar food storage; insulated baffle under 
freezer compartment; and separate con- 
trols for the two compartments. 

The 1953 refrigerators offer a number 
of operating conveniences. Defrosting is 
eliminated or simplified. Some have clock- 
controlled defrosting once every 24 hours; 
others have automatic defrosting several 
times daily without clocks. The freezer 
compartment also may have automatic de- 
frosting. Some refrigerators even provide 
automatic control of temperature and hu- 
midity throughout, with no controls to 
operate. The automatic ice-maker is a

new feature of refrigerators. This mech- 
anism automatically fills the “tray,” freezes 
ice in half-circles, empties them in a basket, 
and keeps the supply replenished. A trip- 
door latch, electric door opener, or foot 
pedal makes it easy to open the door with 
both hands full. 

Refrigerators are designed with many 
“extras.” Shelves are more adjustable. 
Shelf space in the door is designed for 
wider use. A few accessories for more 
convenient storage are: roll-out shelves, 
ege trays (some are removable), butter 
storage (one slices the butter), hostess tray 
for snacks, cheese compartment, swing-out 
storage, and quick-chill trays. 

The new refrigerators are designed for 
greater eye appeal. More color has been 
introduced in the interior and accessories. 

You expect good service when investing 
in a major appliance like a refrigerator. 
One strong recommendation is to purchase 
from a reliable firm which provides de- 
pendable service. When the refrigerator 
is installed, be sure it is level and allow 
“breathing space” on top and in the back. 
A new refrigerator, wisely selected, prop- 
erly installed, and operated according to 
factory recommendations, should provide 
you with many years of satisfaction

dark place for five days. While the 
petals are drying, mix together one 
teaspoonful of orris root, one teaspoon 
all-spice, one teaspoon cinnamon and 
cloves, the rind of one thoroughly 
dried and finely grated orange peel, 
one finely grated dry lemon peel, and 
a dash of sassafras root. 

When ready to start packing the 
first round of dried petals, cover the 
bottom of the jar with a thin layer 
of common table salt. Over this add 
a layer of dried rose petals and sprin- 
kle lightly with the mixed ingredients. 

Use this method to fill the jar. 
When the jar is filled, sprinkle lightly 
with salt, cover tightly, and put away. 
Open jar and stir contents when you 
wish fragrance in room or clothes 
closet. When fragrance has filled 
room, cover jar. Keep covered ex- 
cept when fragrance is desired.

WHEN

| REMEMBER quite well that my 
father received the fabulous sum of 
$25.25 for the bale of cotton he sold 
on my first trip to the county seat 
(which I told you about some time 
ago). The price was a fraction above 
5 cents per pound. That compares to 
around $150 per bale, which cotton 
is bringing at this writing. However, 
nearly as much food and clothing 
could be bought with a bale of cotton 
then as can be bought now. The big 
disference in favor of today’s farmer 
is the much higher per acre production. 

One fine thing about the $25 bale 
of cotton was that there wasn’t much 
that had to be bought with it. Taxes 
were extremely light. We raised nearly 
all our food and did not need much 
clothing. 

In those days there was scarcely 
any place to go, no way to get there 
if you. did want to go, and nothing 
to do when you got there. 

That cotton money bought twenty 
pounds of sugar, three pounds of 
coffee, 48 pounds of flour, three work 
shirts, two pairs of dress shoes, and 
15 yards of calico. Today you couldn't 
buy enough dry goods to wad a shot- 
gun for that amount of money. 


HE high point of this trip was the 

dramatic experience of seeing my 
first train. Nothing in my life has been 
more thrilling or frightening. When 
it chugged around the curve about a 
quarter of a mile from the depot with 
the whistle shrieking, the bell ringing, 
a big volume of steam escaping and 
black smoke boiling and puffing from 
the smoke stack, I was ready to “take 
off”"—I didn't, because my father was 
holding me. 

Among other things that excited my 
attention on this memorable trip were 
the public hitching rack and watering 
trough near the court house; the 
American flag flying over the post 
office, which was the first one I had 
ever seen larger than a sheet of writing 
paper; the barber shop where people 
really paid for their shaves and hair- 
cuts, and a blind man with an ac- 
cordion and monkey. He would play 
a number and the monkey would pass 
around a cap for donations. This per- 
formance was especially fascinating.

better stay out of the dairy business.” 

Kelm is grossing $15,000 annually 
from the sale of whole milk. He finds 
it more profitable to sell whole milk 
than to sell cream. “It’s not as much 
work—the milk doesn’t have to be 
run through a separator, and there's 
no disposal problem for the skim 
milk.” he says. Before he started pro- 
ducing Grade A milk, Kelm sold 
cream. By changing to the sale of 
whole milk, he took advantage of sev- 
eral conditions in Texas. The state 
was growing indusirially. Pavyrolls 
were increasing and people were 
drinking lots of milk. Then, too, the 
pricing system was changing. When 
Kelm sold cream he was paid by the 
pound for butterfat. Now, the butter- 
fat content isn’t so important. 

Farm-to-market roads are helping 
dairymen in Texas make a success of 
the whole milk business. Milk can 
be hauled from isolated farms to 
processing plants regularly. Electricity 
also has helped. Dairy farmers can 
use milking machines and can cool 
milk and hold it at a low temperature. 

Gilbert Kelm delivers his milk to a 
collecting plant in Brenham. There 
it is weighed, tested for butterfat con- 
tent, cooled, and rushed to Houston 
tor processing and bottling. Then it 
is loaded on retail delivery trucks and 
delivered to home refrigerators. Some 
of these trucks leave the city streets 
and follow country roads to deliver 
milk to farmers. These farmers figure 
that dairymen like Kelm can produce 
milk cheaper than they can. And 
that’s all right with Kelm. He likes 
the dairy business and is making some 
money out of it

trolled reporting service for all car- 
riers not only will prevent period gluts 
and scarcities in consumer centers, 
but will afford more uniform prices 
during the shipping season. 

If the costly mismanagement in our 
watermelon industry is to be elimi- 
nated, the growers, buyers, carriers, 
and distributors all must accept their 
share of the responsibility. Growers 
should plant certified seed of a stand- 
ard commercial variety, adopt the 
standard grading system, use only the 
best methods of harvesting and han- 
dling, and not market melons below 
No. 2 grade. Buyers and shippers 
should see that melons are protected 
from damage in the cars by using 
padding of sufficient thickness. Dis- 
tributors should sell only high-quality 
melons.

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@ Slender grama: Native drouth-re- 
sistant, good-seeding, perennial bunch- 
grass.

Grass Diets 
lor Gulf Coast Cattle 


By J. A. RICKARD 


Vome of the best beef cattle raisers 

in the Texas Gulf Coast area now 
are fattening their animals for the 
stockyards largely or entirely on grass. 
Farmers also are interested in grow- 
ing grasses, because they find both the 


seed and the hay profitable. 

Rhodes grass, introduced into the 
United States many years ago from 
Africa, has proven to be a good pas- 
ture grass along the coast. However, 
it is susceptible to scale. This plus 
the severe drouth and overgrazing has 
almost eliminated it in most places 
where it previously was the principal 
planted range grass. Where scale does 
not attack, Rhodes grass will make it 
possible to increase the number of 
cattle that can be grazed on a pasture. 

Native sprangle-top is another grass 
which is attracting attention in the 
Gulf Coast area. The Storm brothers, 
of Premont, Texas, and others have 
had considerable success with it. Stock 
like sprangle-top so well that it dis- 
appears from some pastures due to 
overgrazing. It grows in Texas, New 
Mexico, and Oklahoma, and as far 
west as Arizona. 

Slender grama is one of the lesser- 
known native grasses growing in the 
Gulf Coast region. It is palatable and 
nutritious and will stand considerable 
drouth. Slender grama is a good grass 
to use in soil erosion control. How- 
ever, it is not very resistant to cold 
weather. The Storm brothers and 
others have planted slender grama, 
using seed produced at the Soil Con- 
servation Service nursery at San An- 
tonio. It also is susceptible to scale. 

Buffel grass is one of the most 
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talked-of grasses in the Gulf Coast 
area right now. It has proved attrac- 
tive to seed producers, because of the 
high prices received for the seed. SCS 
personnel and other experts, however, 
are almost unanimous in their warn- 
ing against over-optimism about buffel 
grass. They agree that it is promising. 
but is unproved. The variety cur- 
rently available is palatable and nu- 
tritious. Little is known, however, of 
its ability to stand grazing, insects, and 
prolonged drouth. And it is suscepti- 
ble to scale. In spite of these objec- 
tions, buffel grass is being widely 
planted. It is a summer crop that 
grows fast and responds to nitrogen 
fertilizer. It may meet a long-felt 
need among cattlemen of the Gulf 
Coast area. 

Angleton and Diaz bluestems, Sea- 
coast bluestem and KR bluestem are 
other grasses that do well in the Gulf 
Coast area. Blue panicum as a sup- 
plemental hay and pasture grass also 
may be included among the useful 
grasses of the region.

How to Raise 
Your Wages 


By FRANK PRIEBE 


(arms. hogs, or chickens—which 
pay you the highest wages for the 
time you spend on them? Do you 
know for sure, or are you just guess- 
ing? When you actually figure it out, 
you may be surprised. 

I was reading the other day about 
a farmer in Minnesota who became 
interested in keeping records. He 
broke them down for each enterprise 
on his farm, and kept track of the 
time he spent on each one, so he could 
figure out what he got for his labor. 

He found that his dairy cows paid 
him $1.30 an hour. 

His hogs paid him $3.30 an hour. 

And his chickens paid him $4 an 
hour. 

This man discovered that he was 
spending more time on his dairy cows 
than he was on his hogs and chickens 
combined. And yet they were paying 
him the lowest wages. Needless to 
say, he plans to make some changes. 

Your own figures might riot work 
out that way. But whatever they might 
be, the important thing is to have that 
information — not about somebody 
else’s farm or about the “average” 
farm, but about your own farm. If 
you have that information, it’s not 
hard to figure out how you can raise 
your own wages. Changes on farms 
can’t be made overnight; they usually 
have to be made gradually. But if you 
have the facts, you at least know the 
best direction to take. 


ON’T look only at the total income 
from the different enterprises on 
your farm. Those figures alone can be 
misleading. Look at the amount of 
time you have to spend. Look at the 


‘investment you've got or would have 


to make if you changed. Look at how 
long your money is tied up. Look at 
what the prices likely will be when 
you’re ready to market what you're 
producing—not just at what they are 
today. Look at your entire farm pro- 
gram and see which enterprises fit to- 
gether best. In the case of chickens, 
for example, don’t forget to figure 
what the manure from a sizable flock 
could be worth to your farm. I know 
one broiler grower who says, “I figure 
I've got a fertilizer factory right on 
my farm.” 

If you don’t have figures from last 
year that show you what your chick- 
ens are paying, keep them this year. 
I think they may surprise you.

in summer. They have a normal 

body temperature of 105 to 108 
degrees and no sweat glands to aid 
in removing body heat. Their heavy 
coat of feathers also holds heat in the 
body. Even with the best of manage- 
ment, poultry suffers from heat. But 
good ventilation in the poultry house 
and plenty of cool drinking water will 
do much to keep birds comfortable. 

A decline in feed consumption is 
one effect of hot weather. For grow- 
ing birds this means slow growth and 
poor feed conversion; for hens it 
means fewer eggs per bird and greater 
cost per dozen eggs produced. 

At the Arizona Station, during 56 
days of cool weather, hens ate 13.7 
pounds of feed and laid 34 eggs each. 
During the same period in hot weather, 
similar pullets ate nine pounds of feed 
each and laid an average of 27 eggs. 

In another test at the same station, 
one group was fed in daylight hours 
only, and another group at night only. 
Feed consumption was about equal, 
but the night-fed group averaged 12 
percent heavier weight at the end of 
the test. The birds probably were 
more comfortable at night, which pos- 
sibly accounts for the greater gains of 
the night-fed birds. This points to the 
value of night lighting during hot sum- 
mer months.

Pendulous (Drop) Crop 


The crop or craw or a fowl is 
where surplus food is stored until 
used. Normally the crop gives little 
trouble, but if it becomes overloaded 
with feed or water the crop walls may 
weaken and sag. When this happens 
the crop will not empty itself of food 
and water. It begins to sour and 
trouble starts. The problem is worse 
in turkeys than in chickens. 

Pendulous crops occur more often 
in hot weather, when poultry tend 
to overload their crops with water. 
Few birds recover from the trouble. If 
suitable for food, such birds may be 
marketed; otherwise, they should be 
destroyed. 

If ample shade and a sufficient num- 
ber of water fountains are provided 
for birds, drop crop can be held to a 
low level.

ardization. Of some 600 varieties scat- 
tered across the Cotton Belt, seven 
now occupy more than 90 percent of 
the cotton acreage. This trend has 
been accompanied by a vast increase 
in one-variety communities, one-va- 
riety gins, and one-variety farms. The 
cotton grower can be sure that when 
he buys certified cottonseed, tested 
for germination and treated for dis- 
ease-resistance, his chances of getting 
a good stand are better than ever. 

The manufacture of synthetic fibers 
now is challenging cotton geneticists 
to improve cotton further. Attainment 
of these new goals already is encourag- 
ing. Since 1940, fiber length of the 
crop as a whole has increased nine 
percent. Also, a gain of four percent 
in fiber strength has been made. The 
American farmer in 1950 grew as 
much cotton on 18.6 million acres as 
he did on 35.5 million acres in 1923. 

At Iguala, in tropical Mexico, the 
Winter Cotton Breeding Service has 
been put into operation. In the fall, 
breeders from the United States select 
promising new strains and ship them to 
Mexico for planting in October and 
November. By March the winter crop 
is ready for harvest. Seed are sent back 
to the States for the regular spring 
planting. 

Already some of the cottons being 
grown on the plots in Iguala hold 
promise of more strength, higher 
luster, and greater fineness. The 
geneticists’ record of performance pro- 
vides a sound basis for expecting 
“super” cotton tomorrow. 
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I. Cc. C. Ruling Hurts Farmers 


A RECENT action by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will increase 
the cost of marketing fruits and vege- 
tables, it is believed. The ruling is that 
truckers not classified as common car- 
riers cannot contract for return loads 
or make a trip lease of their trucks to 
a common carrier. The Supreme Court 
has sustained the I.C.C. in its authority 
to make such a seemingly unfair rule. 

Trucking is more or less a seasonal 
occupation in some areas of the coun- 
try. Many farmers haul their own pro- 
duce to market and complete their load 
at a neighboring farm. Some truck 
owners make it a business to travel from 
one vegetable and fruit-growing section 
to another, contracting with a common 
carrier for a return load. 

The Teamsters Union was the chief 
complainant against trip leases. A num- 
ber of truck companies joined the union 
because regular truck lines cannot al- 
ways render efficient service at the right 
time. 

But fruits and vegetables cannot wait 
the convenience of common carriers. 
When ready for the market, perishable 
products must be moved, and unless a 
trucker can secure a return load the cost 
of marketing some commodities will be 
prohibitive. Fruit and truck growers 
should and will petition Congress for 
relief, unless the Commission reverses 
its ruling. 


Increasing Milk Consumption 


S EVERAL persons and publications 
have suggested a way to increase the con- 
sumption of whole milk and at the same 
time reduce the amount of butter the 
government buys daily to bolster prices. 
This suggestion is that consumers be 
given milk with a higher butterfat con- 


tent. As one dairyman expressed it, 
“Give consumers an opportunity to 
know what milk tastes like just as it 
comes from the cow. Butterfat gives 
milk its pleasing flavor and consumers 
will buy more of it.” 

During World War II the govern- 
ment encouraged low cream content in 
milk sold to consumers. It fixed a per- 
centage of butterfat to be left in light 
cream (coffee cream). States having 
laws fixing butterfat content in milk 


at a higher level were induced either 
to repeal them or disregard them. As 
a result, creameries and distributors be- 
gan skimming pretty close. In far too 
many instances these World War II 
practices never have been discontinued. 

The dairy industry is conducting a 
campaign to increase the consumption 
of milk and milk products. Perhaps 
the above suggestion may be worth con- 
sidering. If . underconsumption, not 
overproduction, is responsible for the 
alleged ills of the industry, as claimed 
by the American Dairy Association, im- 
provement in quality may be the answer. 


New Farm Program in 1954? 


CONGRESS will give legislative con- 
sideration to a new farm program in 
1954 provided, of course, members are 
convinced that the present program 
is inadequate. Farm programs generally 
take on a non-partisan complex. Most 
congressmen believe either that rural 
prosperity is the basis for national pros- 
perity or that the farmer vote is worth 
looking after—or both. In the mean- 
time, agricultural problems will be 
studied not only by members of Con- 
gress, but also by farmers themselves 
through their organizations. 


FARM AND RANCH 


Crmmen ond Owimm 


By Frank A. Briggs 


A bi-partisan advisory committee has 
been advocated as an aid to members 
of Congress and the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. A bill has been introduced to 
that effect and may have been passed 
before this is published. During this 
period of study there is a growing de- 
mand for a thorough and careful exami- 
nation of export and import problems 
as they affect our market for agricul- 
tural products. Agriculture needs an ex- 
port market, if the industry is to become 
stabilized. Whatever program altera- 
tions Congress may have in mind, noth- 
ing should stay the complete reorganiza- 
tion of the Department of Agriculture. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson should 
be given a free hand to carry out the 
recommendations of the Hoover Com- 
mittee. 

Many farmers believe that they 
should be brought closer to any revised 
program. They want more control over 
the farm credit system. At various 
meetings in which.farm problems are 
discussed, most farmers agree that al- 
though appropriations should be ade- 
quate, there is room for reductions in 
operating expense. They, however, do 
advocate more liberal support for agri- 
cultural research. This indicates that 
scientific farming is making rapid 
progress.
